OF CENTRAL KANSAS

TOWN NEARLY WRECKED

THHEE KILLED OUTRIGHT AND 81X
TEEN INJURED _

CROPS GREATLY DAMAGED

FATALITIES ALL IN NEIGHBOR-
HOOD OF HAMILTON

Extensive Region Storm Swept and List
of Casusities Probhably Not Complets
Property Damnge Heavy

Emporia, Kan., Oct 8, —=Three per-
sons were killed outrlght, two tatally
fnjured and fourteen others more or
less serlously hurt, with enormous
praperty damage, is the result of
tornudos that prevailed pear Hamlil -
tov, Greenwood eounty, and near
Aliceville, In Coffey county, Kansas,
Tuesday night  The town of Alice-
ville,which hus 200 inhabitants, was

practically  demolished, Wires were
proystrated and the extent of the
storm was not  learned until late

Wednesday.

Ileavy rain and wind storms were
peveral all over central Kansas
With the exception of those near
Haomllton and Aliceville and vi-
weinity, however, they did only
mipor damage. In Greenwood andd
Cuffey counties live distinet funnel
shaped eclouds formed at about the
sume time, The twolnrgest of these
‘clouds struck near Aliceville, and
traveling southwest, destroyed build-
fops und erops over a strip a quarter
of a mile in width. At Allceville
everyone of the fiflty houses in town
were elther totally wrecked or moved
from its foundation,

AL Allceville but one person, Will-
fam Bruce, was scrfously burt., He
will die, Southwest ot Allceville, in
Coffey counly, heavy dumage was
done to farming property.

FLOOD AT PATERSON, N.J. BTILL
IMPERILS LIFE

PATERSON, N, 1., Oot. 12—Floud
conditions at Paterson lmproved but
[little. The waters are at vhelr max-
I, and wlthough the danger of life
and property stiil I8 great, there was
i general feeling of relief today be-
viause of the fact that several o the
Dlgior  retalning  walls and water
Rutes hiad beon able to withstand the
rash ot the tood, ‘Toroughuut the
day hundreds of men ander the Sup=
erintendence of Mavor Hiocheliffe
wolo ab work strengtheoing tlicse
walls and gates,

Scores of persons were remaoved from
thelr homes, A grant many dwelling
lhouses collapsed and many more are
ready to eullupse, tbut 1t 18 bellved
Lhat there has been livtle loss of life,

The inundation of the low lying
Ystricis of the clty has resulted in
i\l conceivable damage to property.
I'he flood, however, 1§ beginning to
recede,

A number of bul'dings fell today
und many others have been unders
mined. If ghey do not fall they will be
ut least untenuble, Epruce street Lil
